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Personnel Funds In Defense Budget 
Ignore Authorized Officer Ceilings 


The 1955 Defense budget, as presented 
to the Senate Appropriations Cubcommit- | 
tee this week, provides funds for almost | 
10,000 less general, flag and field grade 
officers than currently are authorized. | 
__The disparity developed when the Pres- 
ident signed into law the Officer grade | 
Limitation Act (the Arends Bill) setting 
new legal ceilings on officers in the grades 
of major (lieutenant commander) and 
above in the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps. 

In Tound numbers, the Limitations Act 
Provides for 37,000 Army officers in these 
grades, but the House has approved funds 
for only 36,500. 

Similarly, the Air Force is authorized 
42,000 field grade and general officers and 
funds are provided for only 37,000. 

The budget contains funds for 21,000 
Senior-grade Navy officers although 24,000 
are authorized, and the Marine Corps 
budget would support 4,400 field grade 
and general officers, whereas 5,300 are 
authorized.

Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
has ordered the Air Force slice of the 
West Point and Annapolis graduating 
classes increased from 25 to 30 per cent.

The most comprehensive inquiry into 
military retirement and survivor benefit 
programs in United States history has 
been climaxed with transmittal to Con- 
gress of a single-package plan which, if 
adopted, would affect the finances and 
family welfare of more than 3,000,000 per- 
sons on active duty with the Uniformed 
Services.

PENTAGON SWITCH: HOUSING FUNDS ASKED 


The Defense Department, heretofore lukewarm in asking funds for 
Government-built military family housing, this week disclosed a policy change 
asking Congress to vote $350,000,000 for about 25,000 new units. 

The money was asked as an amendment to the Public Works Bill. 


Actual needs for family quarters are reported to be at least 10 times 
greater than the 25,000 units for which money has been requested. 

None the less, the action this week is regarded as significant by the 
Services, for it evidences a realization at the Defense Department level that 
private construction cannot solve the housing problem alone. 

The Pentagon said in a statement to Congress that the Wherry Act has 
made a “significant contribution” and should be continued for a year beyond 
the 30 June 1954 expiration date. 

The statement added, however, that “this Department believes that its 
housing problem can be solved only if substantial funds are authorized and 
appropriated by the Congress for the direct construction and rehabilitation 
of family housing.” A 

The Budget Bureau approved the proposal, reflecting the President’s ex- 
pressed interest in obtaining better housing for Service families.

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ARMY ORDERS “GET TOUGH” TRAINING 


The Army, as part of a campaign to boost the stature of combat leadership 
qualities in its young officers, has issued a new order which will require all 
Regular second lieutenants of the combat arms and the Corps of Engineers 
and Signal Corps to undergo either airborne or ranger training. 


The order is effective next month. 


Army authorities believe that in addition to the Regular lieutenants, 
many Reserve lieutenants will volunteer for such training, although it will 


be mandatory only for the Regulars. 


The unofficial expectation is that as a consequence of the new order the 
Army shortly will authorize a special insignia for those who have completed 
ranger training, which would be comparable to the wings worn by para- 


troopers. 


Army authorities said that those who volunteer for airborne training 
and who fail the course must take the ranger training. If a lieutenant fails 
both courses, he may be separated from active service. 

It is estimated that about 755 lieutenants will undergo either airborne or 


ranger training in the next year. 


General Matthew B. Ridgway, Chief of Staff, in endorsing the proposal, 
is understood to have felt that the young lieutenants who complete the rigorous 
courses will boost esprit on an Army-wide basis as they move on to company 
leadership billets. General Ridgway has stressed in recent months the de- 
sirability of stepping up the emphasis on combat leadership qualities among 


officers and noncoms. 


The Chief of Staff has said that requirements of atomic warfare will place 
heavier demands on dispersal of forces and leadership of relatively small units.

month in benefits, compared with a maxi- 
mum of $75 received by widows of Regu- 
lar officers with identical service and 
rank. 

The basic objective of the new plan, 
drafted by the Committee on Retirement 
Policy for Federal Personnel — known 
more popularly as the Kaplan Committee 
after its chairman, H. Eliot Kaplan—is to 
eliminate present inequities in retirement 
and survivor benefit legislation. 

Pointing to the “piecemeal” develop- 
ment of this legislation, Chairman Kap- 
lan observed that the result “has been 
the creation of hodge-podge benefits 
which in some instances pyramid to dis- 
proportionately large amounts and in 
other cases fail to provide adequate 
protection.” 

In addition to placing all in Service un- 
der Social Security and eliminating 
FECA benefits, the Kaplan Report also 
advocates modification of the lump-sum 
gratuity death payment and replacement 
of present Veterans Compensation bene- 
fits with a new Service Compensation 
formula. 

On the death gratuity payment, the 
Committee recommends that the present 
minimum of $468 for the widow of a 
lowest grade enlisted man be virtually 
to $1,200. 

Conversely, the Committee says that 
instead of the $6,857 which is now paid 
to the widow of a general officer on flying 
pay the maximum should be $3,000. 

“Since the purpose of this benefit is to 
pay for the cost of burial and family re- 
adjustment,” says the Committee, “such 
an extreme range in benefits as $468 to 
$6,857 is not justified. The lower amount 
is considered by the Committee as inade- 
quate, and the higher extreme _ un- 
necessary.” 

The Kaplan Report would have no 
effect on those currently receiving bene- 
fits under any present program, but 
would apply, if adopted, to all on active 
duty and their survivors. The proposal 
sent to Congress this week contains no 
“savings clause” provision. 

In place of the multiple sources of 
benefits now in existence, the Kaplan Re- 
port states that benefits should be 
limited to three agencies: 

A. The Defense Department would ad- 
minister the six months’ gratuity pay- 
ment on the revised basis. 

B. The Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare would handle the Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance program 
for military personnel on the basis of 
full contributory participation based on 
gross pay received, rather than the tem- 
porary system now in effect which pro- 
vides free $160 per month across-the- 
board wage credits. 

C. The Veterans Administration would 
handle the new Service Compensation 
program. 

Here is how the Service Compensation 
would work: 





Benefits amounting to 80 per cent of 
the first $100 per month of gross pay, plus 
20 per cent of the remainder would be 
paid to widows, minor children and 
dependent parents. 

For widows without dependent children 
who are not eligible for OASI benefits, 
the minimum benefit would be $125 per 
month. If the only survivor should be 
one minor child or one dependent parent, 
the amount of Service Compensation is 
reduced by 40 per cent. 

The Kaplan Report says that to facili- 
tate administration, wage credits should 
be assigned to each pay grade, corre- 
sponding to the average gross pay for 
that grade. 

The following table gives the average 
gross pay for each rank and assigned 
wage credit on which the Social Security 
payments are made:

The Kaplan Report stresses that sur- 
vivor benefits should be related to pay 
and points out that this is not the case 
in either the Soldiers Indemnity, which 
provides a survivor with $92.90 for 10 
years ($10,000) or the present Veterans 
Compensation benefits. 

Under the Committee’s proposal, sur- 
vivors of military personnel would be 
eligible for monthly benefits from both 
the OASI program and the Service Com- 
pensation plan. 

OASI benefits vary according to the 
number of dependents, but the Service 
Compensation is a constant amount that 
is paid to the widow until death or 
remarriage. 

Mr. Kapjan pointed out at a news 
briefing this week that under the present 
Soldiers Indemnity plan a widow’s month- 
ly payment is cut drastically when the 
$92.90 monthly payments cease after the 
10-year period. 

Explaining the advantageous integra- 
tion of the OASI and Service Compensa- 
tion payments, the Committee report 
declares: 

“The total effect of the two programs 
is to provide a benefit which takes into 
account the survivor’s need when small 
children must be supported, and at the 
same time supplies a modest standard of

living for the childless widow. 

“In contrast,” the report continues, 
“the present survivor program is apt to 
lavish benefits in excess of the deceased’s 
total pay during the widow’s first years 
of widowhood, and, a few years later, pay 
her an amount which is much too 
meager. The Committee’s proposal,” it is 
stated, “would redistribute survivor in- 
come in a sounder and more effective 
way.” 

A major modification in beneficiaries 
is urged by the Committee, which says 
that widows who remarry should be sup- 
ported by her new husband and not by 
the Government. The present Soldiers 
Indemnity is paid regardless of the 
widow’s marital status.

(Continued from First Page) 
cers (two full admirals and six vice ad- 
mirals) as well as 1,500 captains and 
2,200 lieutenant commanders. 

In the Marine Corps, no funds are pro- 
vided for one additional general officer, 
200 colonels, 100 lieutenant colonels and 
500 majors. 

The Army personnel authorization in- 
cludes 55 generals for whom no funds 
are provided as well as 55 colonels and 
500 lieutenant colonels. 

This disparity between the number of 
personnel budgeted for and the number 
authorized already is causing some offi- 
cers to feel that they will lose promotion 
opportunities during the coming fiscal 
year. 

However, it was emphasized at the 
time of the hearings on the Limitations 
Act that the Services would not “neces- 
sarily” promote to the grade distribution

CONTRIBUTORY RETIREMENT REJECTED 


The Kaplan Committee, after studying proposals to place military person- 
nel on a contributory retirement plan similar to that in effect for civilian 
employees of the Federal Government, decided to reject any such plan. 

Chairman H. Eliot Kaplan, in answer to a question from a JOURNAL re- 
porter, said the Committee concluded that the special characteristics and 
demands of military service make necessary a different retirement approach 
than that used in setting up systems for other persons on the Federal payroll. 

During recent years, largely as a result of Budget Bureau prodding, the 
threat of a contributory retirement system has confronted Service personnel 


That it should be rejected by such a group as that headed by Mr. Kaplan 
would indicate that the peril of an additional pay cut by means of a contribu- 
tory retirement program has been eased for a long time to come.

PROPOSAL NO. 1: THE UNIFORMED 
SERVICES RETIREMENT SYSTEM 

I, RETIREMENT PROTECTION 

1. Present provisions: Military personnel 
with 20 or more years of service may qualify 
for benefits under the uniformed services 
retirement system. Those with less than 20 
years of service are not eligible for benefits 
under the military system but receive, with- 
out contributions, $160 per month wage 
credits under the old-age and survivors in- 
surance system. These free credits are sched- 
uled to expire in 1955. 

2. Committee’s proposal: No change is 
recommended in the benefit formulas for 
computing military retired pay. It is pro- 
posed that all military personnel participate 


2. Committee’s proposal: The present lump- 
sum gratuity equal to 6 months’ basic pay

3. Results of proposal: Military personnel 
who receive benefits from the uniformed 
services retirement system would also re- 
ceive social security benefits based on their 
contributions. Servicemen in the lower pay 
grades in particular would receive substan- 


| tially improved retirement benefits under the 


Proposal. Servicemen would receive credits 
ranging from $200 to $300 per month rather 
than the present flat $160 per month. Their 
social security benefits would thereby be in- 
creased, and continuity of old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance protection would be guar- 
anteed for all future servicemen.

of $3,000. In addition, survivors of military 
personnel may qualify for two types of 
monthly benefits: (a) old-age and survivors 
insurance benefits would be payable on the 
basis of full contributory participation; and 
(b) a new Service Compensation benefit would 
be established to replace the present Soldiers’ 
Indemnity, Veterans Compensation, and Fed- 
eral Employees’ Compensation benefits. The 
amount of Service Compensation would equal 
80 per cent of the first $100 per month of 
gross pay and 20 per cent of the remainder. 
These recommendations would apply to ac- 
tive duty personnel only, with no change 
proposed for Veterans. 

3. Results of proposal: The Committee’s 
recommendations would have numerous ef- 
fects on the structure of survivor benefits, 
including: (a) A more effective distribution 
of benefits over the survivor's lifetime. Bene- 
fits payable to a widow under existing laws 
may pyramid to amounts far in excess of the 
deceased serviceman’s gross pay during the 
first years of her widowhood, and, a few 
years later, fail to provide even a minimum 
standard of living.

Many existing benefits pay 
flat amounts which do not vary according 
to pay grade or length of service. While the 
proposed benefits are weighted in favor of 
the lower pay grades, increased military pay 
is reflected in increased survivor protection.

II. COST OF THE PROPOSED PLAN 


The Committee’s proposals, while improv- 
ing the uniformed services retirement and 
survivor benefits, would cost $108,000,000 per 
year less than existing benefits. The princi- 
pal sources of savings include: (a) securing 
contributions by servicemen for old-age and 
survivors insurance rather than providing 
free wage credits; (b) elimination of Federal

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| Committee Drops Permanent I&E Program 
In Favor of Two-Year-Plan; Cuts Tuition 


A Pentagon proposal to establish per- 
manent I&E legislation was by-passed 
this week by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee in favor of a two-year pro- 
gram. 

The Committee favorably reported the 
I&E bill (S 3401) after reducing a tuition 
assistance proviso from 75 to 60 per cent 
and adding a new section which termi- 
nates the legislation on 31 July 1956. 


Maj. Gen. Harlan N. Hartness, Defense 
information and education chief, told 
the Committee during hearings on the bill 
that the I&E program has proved its 
worth but at present has no “adequate 
statutory support.” The program cur- 
rently is supported only by permissive 
authority contained in the annual De- 
fense appropriations acts. 

General Hartness said the fundamental 
purpose of the program “is to contribute 
to the effectiveness of the Armed Forces.” 

Three main ways in which the program 





has proved itself, he noted, are evident 
in the educational program alone: 

(1) The Service profits by the man’s 
improved performance of duty and his in- 
creased capability for the assumption of 
greater responsibility; 

(2) The man himself increases his 
chances of promotion, improves his pros- 
pects for civilian life later, and makes 
profitable use of time that might other- 
wise be wasted or misused; and 

(3) The nation benefits, since our demo- 
cratic form of government requires edu- 
cated citizens in the Armed Services as 
well as in civilian life. 

“The value to the nation is especially 
and dramatically evident,” General Hart- 
ness said, “in the case of the thousands 
who are given basic education in the 
service.” 

As approved by the Committee, the pro- 
gram also provides for radio and TV pro- 
grams, newspapers and other publications 
and motion pictures.

Navy Tests EM Insignia For Dungaree Wear, 
Other Rating Changes Now Under Study 


For the first time, the Navy is con- 


sidering the official authorization of 
chevrons for enlisted men’s dungaree 
uniforms. 

The practicality of adhesive chevrons 


is being tested by the Navy aboard 
about a dozen ships and at the Navy’s 
Clothing Supply Office in Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The USS Boxer recently pointed up 
the advantages gained by the easy iden- 
tification of petty officers on ships 
which have large complements. Ships of 
the Service Force, Pacific Fleet, joined 
in the recommendation. 

Under the plan being tested, 
would be no change in the 
insignia. The stripes and the eagle would 
remain the same, but would be made of 
a thermo-plastic which could be ironed 
onto the uniform. The specialty designa- 
tor would be eliminated. 

Also under consideration, is the pos- 
sibility of issuing metal specialty marks 
for use on the blue and white uniform. 
If adopted the metal specialty marks 
could either be “clip on’s,” “sew on's” or 
the thermo-plastic variety.

Navy League Pres. Hits 
Cutting Military Benefits 


President E. V. Richards, jr., of the 
Navy League declared this week that 
there is a continuing effort in Congress 
“to reduce the traditional benefits which 
were always a part of military life.” 

These benefits, Mr. Richards noted in 
a luncheon speech before the Dallas 
Council, “loom large to one who is pres- 
ently on duty in one of the services... 
or to a youth who is contemplating a 
military career.” 

“These were small privileges,” he said, 
“which, in a measure, compensated for | 
the comparatively small pay scale which | 
prevailed in the military as compared to 
the pay scale in civilian life. This cam- 
paign has resulted in depriving our mili- 
tary personnel of certain sick benefits 
for their dependents, retirement benefits 
and a host of other restrictions on tradi- 
tional benefits.” 

This, Mr. Richards added, has resulted 
in an “alarmingly” large percentage of 
graduates of Service Academies who 
have resigned as soon as their obligated 
service has been completed. Certainly, 
some of the best brains in the country 
are being lost to the nation because of 
this high attrition rate, he said.

bined rating badges and specialty marks. 

At present, it is necessary for the 
Navy’s Bureau of Supplies to stock be- 
tween 23 and 24 hundred of EM chevrons 
of various rates and colors. 

If the specialty mark were made a 
separate piece of the badge, it would be 
possible for the Navy to knock down 
the number of chevrons it carries in its 
inventory. 

A Navy official said that the metal 
specialty marks will begin to be sent to 
fleet units for testing in July. 

The Ist Marine Division in Korea, has 
been testing metal EM rank insignia for 
almost a year and a half. At present, 
the division is considering the practical- 
ity of the fourth type of collar insignia 
for use on fatigue uniforms. The advan- 
tage, if the collar insignia is made part 
of the uniform, a Marine spokesman 
said, would be the elimination of sleeve 
insignia. Under field conditions, he con- 
tinued, each man is not always returned 
the same uniform from the laundry. Re- 
movable collar insignia would make it 
possible for a man to wear any uniform, 
provided it fits, because of the elimina- 
tion of rank insignia.

Newspaper reporters 
covering the McCarthy hearings appropriately 
have dubbed Secretary of the Army Robert T. 
Stevens as the “20th century Job.” It is certainly 
true that in his 13 gruelling days of testimony 
in a highly tense atmosphere and under dazzling 
television lights, Mr. Stevens’ patience, forbear- 
ance, and gentlemanly conduct have never lagged. 
This, in spite of an illness which he would not 
admit and had to be made known by others. 

At the same time, it must be pointed out that 
neither has Mr. Stevens relaxed one iota in his 
determined and forthright defense of the rights 
and prestige of the Service. Perhaps the nearest 
Mr. Stevens came to raising his voice was when, 
under the blistering and often unfair examination 
by Senator McCarthy, the Secretary called out: 
“This is a great Army, and it is not full of Com- 
munists, and we don’t coddle them.” He has vigor- 
ously upheld Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker, whose 
abuse at the hands of Senator McCarthy touched 
off the chain of events which led to the hearings, 
and has upheld the prestige of the entire Service. 

It is heartening to learn that the Secretary’s 
office has received thousands of letters praising 
his conduct and his stand—and that they continue 
to flood in with only a mere smattering of ad- 
verse criticism. Many members of Congress, too, 
admit that the mail from their constituents is 
preponderantly in favor of the Army Secretary. 
Likewise the nation’s newspapers, radio and tele- 
vision commentators have, by and large, given 
Mr. Stevens what is generally called a “good 
press.”’ 

THE JOURNAL is proud to recall that back in Feb- 
ruary, when this whole sorry ruckus came into 
prominence and when Mr. Stevens was under 
blunderbuss attack, we expressed confidence that 
the Army Secretary—then bewildered by the 
back-stage machinations of his opponents—would 
prove ultimately to be a fighting champion for 
the Services, particularly in resisting further 
abuse of any man in uniform and in upholding 
the integrity of the Armed Forces. This he has 
done. Events have shown that—good soldier that 
he is—the WWI artillery lieutenant and WWII 
quartermaster colonel, has held his lines intact 
under withering fire and thereby stoutly defended 
the principles he set out to maintain. 


Keeping ‘em In. An excellent example of what 
the Services are doing and can do, within limita- 
tions, to make long-time career men out of re- 
cruits and new officers is the campaign in the Air 
Training Command under Lt. Gen. Robert L. 
Harper. From the time a newly enlisted man, an 
officer candidate or newly commissioned officer 
enters the schools at Lackland AFB, Tex., and 
right on through subsequent flight training or 
technical schooling, the courses are conducted 
with the dual idea of making an efficient airman 
and, at the same time, one who will so like the 
Service that he will want to stay beyond the time 
of his original commitment. Even the Contract 
Schools, operated entirely by civilians and only 
supervised by military personnel, are proud of 
their record in keeping interest and motivation 
high, which is the keynote to making career per- 
sonnel. One such contract school, at Hondo AB, 
Tex., reports that the joint program between the 
contractor and the Commander has reduced resig- 
nations due to low motivation 100 per cent in five 
months. 

Solution of the problem of reenlistments re- 
quires a detailed knowledge of why men do or 
do not reenlist. ATRC, therefore, has conducted 
widespread surveys. The results are most inter- 
esting. Thirty per cent of those who failed to re- 
enlist said that they did so in order to go to school 
under the Korean-veterans’ bill. This is part of a 
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big problem, well exposed by Assistant Secretary 
of Defense Hannah whereby men cannot take 
advantage of their rights under the veterans’ acts 
unless they quit the Services. As Dr. Hannah said 
this week it is “ridiculous” to offer a man $350 
to reenlist and more than $5,000 in benefits if he 
doesn’t. 

The second most frequent reason for men not 
reenlisting is that they believe they would be 
better off financially as a civilian. ATRC has done 
a great deal along this line by demonstrating the 
financial value of many of the Service advantages 
that are taken for granted—medical care, living 
quarters, pre-paid insurance, etc. 

An important result of the ATRC survey was 


the showing that re-up rates varied widely be. 
tween bases, due no doubt to living facilities an;

The efforts of ATRC and other Service agen.

But to be fully effective they need 
the help of legislation, notably increased pay, 
assurance of family medical care, decent housing 
eligibility for GI-benefits without getting out, ang 
the many other factors brought out by the Womb: 
Committee and Dr. Hannah.

torials one reads in regard the loss 
of certain so-called “fringe bene- 
fits” by military personnel are cer- 
tainly not amusing. All classes of 
military personnel obviously are in- 
jured, but all classes are not injured 
to the same degree. 

As an example, consider the offi- 
cer who is stationed at one of the 
large Posts or Camps, and, by good 
fortune, has quarters on the Post. 
Apparently he loses few of the 
“fringe benefits.” He still has con- 
venient commissary privileges; large 
and well-stocked Post Exchanges: 
snack bars with reasonably priced 
foods and drinks; top-flight motion 
pictures at 25¢ admission; free box- 
ing bouts; free baseball games; free 
basketball games; free swimming 
pools; free bowling alleys; free golf 
courses; free churches; Post Ex- 
change service stations; Post Ex- 
change garages; free bus service; 
handicraft shops; country-club-like 
Officers’ Club; package store facili- 
ties (at some “remote” large instal- 
lations); convenient medical and 
dental facilities; medical care for 
dependents (on a space available 
basis, and with less red tape to gain 
admission); free medicines and vac- 
cines; free out-patient clinics; post 
ambulance service, when needed; 
reasonably priced shoe repair; radio 
and telephone repair; tailor shop 


and barber shop facilities; and rea- 
sonably priced laundry service. Per- 


howls and gripes. 


Let’s look at another side of the 
picture and consider the officers 
(and enlisted men) who, through no 
choice of their own, are stationed at 
locations “remote” from these large 
Posts or Camps—‘“Exiles” so _ to 
speak. These men are legion. What 
do they lose in the way of “fringe 
benefits?” Plenty! They have no 
convenient sales commissaries; no 
Post Exchanges; no reasonably 
priced places to get a bite to eat; no 
Post Exchange service stations or 
garages; no free bus service; no rea- 
sonably priced shoe repair, raido re- 
pair, tailor shops or barber facili- 
ties. When they go to a motion pic- 
ture show they pay from 75¢ to $1.25 
admission; when they attend sport- 
ing events they do not get in free— 
that is for sure; when they send 
their laundry to a commercial firm 
they pay at least 30% more than 
the price paid at a Post Laundry. 
Few of them are able to enjoy the 
facilities of an Officers’ Club—unless 
they join a private Country Club— 
and then they pay the “going rate.” 
They pay from $5.75 to $7.00 for a 
purchase at a commercial package 
store that would cost from $3.75 to 
$4.50 at an on-post Officers’ Club. 
When they play golf, pool, or go 
swimming, someone is there to col- 
lect. When they attend church, con- 
tributions to help run the church 
are rightfully expected of them.

A CIVILIAN JCS MEMBER is pro- 
posed by Representative Riehlman (R.- 
NY). He has introduced a concurrent 
resolution asking for creation of a De- 
partment of Civil Defense within the De- 
fense Department to be headed by a 
Secretary with status equivalent to that 
of the Secretaries of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force. The CD Secretary would have 
acivilian C/S who would become a mem- 
per of the Joint Chiefs. Representative 
Riehlman says civil defense can no long- 
er “be entirely separated from the main 
effort of our national-defense program.” 
Little chance is seen for passage of the 
measure. 


EASTERN SHIPYARDS are getting 
the “bulk” of the Navy’s ship construc- 
tion, according to Representative Pelly 
(R..Wash.). During debate on the De- 
fense Appropriations Bill, he noted that 
28.9 per cent of Naval construction was 
on the west coast as against 51.3 per cent 
on the east coast, the balance being on 
the Great Lakes and the gulf coast. 
Representative Pelly asked that consid- 
eration be given to allocating construc- 
tion of the fourth Forrestal class carrier 
for construction on the west coast. “Con- 
gress should recognize,” he said, “that 
the new Forrestal carriers cannot go 
through the Panama Canal.” 


BRIG. GEN. C. J. HAUCK, JR., was 
commended on the Senate floor by Sena- 
tor Mansfield (D.-Mont.), for “his fine 
service” while he was liaison officer be- 
tween the Congress and the Department 
of the Army and while attached to the 
NATO headquarters in Paris. The Sena- 
tor said General Hauck’s promotion 
(confirmed by the Senate on 7 May) “is 
not only well deserved but... long over- 
due.” He is Chief of Army Legislative 
Liaison. 


AT THE OUTSET of the Army-Mc- 
Carthy hearings it was “natural” for the 
public to assume that the Army charges 
were true and that the Army had not 
coddled Communists, Senator Hennings 
(D.-Mo.) said in a speech on the Senate 
floor. “Nothing so far developed in the 
hearings,” he added “would change these 
assumptions.” 


ARMY MEDICAL CORPS OFFICERS 
would not be precluded from inspecting 


food before or after its preparation, un- 
der the terms of HR 7329, favorably re- 
ported to the Senate, but the measure 
would relieve the Army Medical Corps 
of statutory responsibility to supervise 
cooking. The latter function has been 
conducted by the Quartermaster Corps 
“for several years,” the Committee re- 
port notes, “and it seems desirable to 
repeal this obsolete statute that no long- 
er reflects the actual responsibility.”

Dr. Hannah Drives Home Current Danger 


In Loss of “Hard Core” Men; Cites Pay 


Delivering one of the bluntest speeches 
he has made on the problem of career 
attractiveness, Assistant Defense Secre- 
tary John A. Hannah this week called 
again for a military pay raise and said 
“a rich nation like the United States 
should be ashamed of some of the hous- 
ing in which it requires its men to live at 
some military bases, and of the miserable 
quality of the only housing available to 
married men in many communities.” 

Dr. Hannah, launching a _ series of 
Armed Forces Week addresses, told the 
Milwaukee, Wisc., Association of Com- 
merce on 10 May that the loss of career 
personnel “is a grave situation.” 

Nearing the completion of his Penta- 
g0n service—he is expected to return to 
full-time duty as president of Michigan 
State College this summer—Dr. Hannah 
declared that “planes and ships and guns 
are of little operational value unless 
there are trained men to operate them.” 
He said that “enlistment and reenlist- 
ment rates in the Armed Services have 
declined so sharply since the end of 
fighting in Korea that there is some con- 
cern about manning our splendid wea- 
Pons with men of the required skills.” 

Tabulating for his audience the factors 
which are handicapping Defense plan- 
ners, Dr. Hannah stressed that “in- 
creases in military pay have failed to keep 
Pace with increases in the cost of living 
and the improvement in wage scales in 
Private industry.” 


He told how benefits available to Serv- 
icemen only if they leave active service 
actually encourage men to quit military 
duty. 

He called it a “ridiculous system” 
which now pays a serviceman $350 to re- 
enlist and permits him $5000 in G.I. bene- 
fits if he leaves the service. 

Relating the difficulties under which 
the Services are operating because of the 
heavy loss of skilled personnel, Dr. Han- 
nah asserted that “the problem is one for 
serious consideration by all Americans, 
for in the last analysis, the strength of 
the Armed Services lies in the hard core 
of trained, experienced, professional men 
within the Services. .. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that the safety of our country 
depends to a great degree unon these 
career people within the military serv- 
ices.” 

He maintained that “if the American 
people knew the facts, they would de- 
mand that a decent minimum standard 
of living conditions be maintained for 
servicemen and their dependents alike. 

“Until they do,” Dr. Hannah observed, 
“the Armed Forces will continue to see 
invaluable training and experienced men 
drain away steadily, because the very 
men the Services would like to keep are 
the kind of men who want respectable 
homes for their families, adequate schools 
for their children, and assured medical 
care for their dependents when separated 
from them.” 
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The Jury Still Out on Indo-China— 
COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


HE fall of Dien Bien Phu, after an extraordinarily gallant defense by the French 

Union forces under Brigadier General de Castries, has produced a psychologic 
effect out of all proportion to the military importance of that outpost. The Reds, 
practiced at the art of using military exploits to support diplomatic campaigns 
and vice versa, have exploited their opportunity with great skill in this case, so 
that both French prestige in Asia and French maneuvering at Geneva have been 
conspicuously hurt—and the West’s program as well in both places. The conse- 
quences, even in the immediate future, are uncertain, for they as well as the long- 
range prospect are controllable by distant political masters, and the full intentions 
of the Russo-Chinese axis are not yet divulged. Nor, for that matter has France 
made clear just what it proposes to grant to the Indo-China states in the way of 
independence. What is perfectly clear is that Russia’s original tender of terms is 
not to be considered. 


THE MOLOTOV PROPOSAL for Indo-China, as for Korea, was patterned 
after the preposal for Germany as presented at Berlin and instantly rejected by 
the three Western powers. In all three places the Red aim is for a complete cession 
of Western interests and an “independence” for the little eastern states apparently 
identical with the “independence” of Poland, Romania, Czechoslovakia, and other 
wretched satellites. There is no guarantee of anything that the Reds would grant, 
but an effective guarantee of everything that they demand. The Korean terms 
were so grotesque that discussion of them has been dropped for a time and, so 
far as Geneva debate is concerned, it looks as though the Indo-China terms would 
follow that course. In brief, and not unexpectedly, the performance at Geneva is 
not likely to exceed that at Berlin. The only discernible benefit at the moment is 
that Moscow has made a proposal so patently and contemptuously impossible as 
to knit together the Western nations in opposition, and as to startle even the on- 
looking neutral nations into a fuller understanding of Russian intransigence and 
total unconcern over either justice or peace. 


AMERICA’S PROGRAM still is fluid in certain important respects. From the 
midweek remarks of President Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles it is clear (1) 
that the principle of united action for the defense of Southeast Asia is not shaken, 
(2) that by definition of terms America’s policy will be guided in large part by the 
response of these nations whose participation in that united action is anticipated, 
(3) that we are not so unwise as to set up a precisely announced “line” marking 
that portion of Southeast Asia which we propose to defend. On this last point 
Mr. Dulles spoke in particularly vague terms, on the reasoning that no nation can 
well be saved unless it wishes to be saved—as later pointed out by the President 
in almost those words. This does not write off northern Indo-China, but it cer- 
tainly takes cognizance both of the fact that the Tonkin population gives little 
indication of caring who controls it, and of the truism, consistently stressed by 
our own Army chiefs, that military command is not readily exercised in a land 
where there is no political unity. 


DEFENSE SECRETARY WILSON left Tuesday evening, via Anchorage, for 
the Far East, with Under Secretary Gates. Mr. Wilsen will see General John E. 
Hull and General Maxwell D. Taylor, who can inform him in complete detail of 
the state of our armed forces in the Far East, and of the requirements which any 
change in mission will create. It is a fair guess that he also will see General James 
A. Van Fleet, who is in the Far East meking a survey of our military assistance 
program, and of its effectiveness in building up native forces. While Mr. Wilson’s 
three weeks trip was mapped out before the Indo-China situation reached its 
present tenseness, and was originally contemplated as a tour for most general 
purposes, it is inevitable that the new climate will cause him to dig deeply into 
the professionals’ estimate of newly arisen needs. It was of course contemplated 
that, besides the Fortieth and Forty-fifth divisions already eliminated, other troop 
units would be withdrawn from the Far East, and other unit eliminations at home 
would be forced by the scheduled reduction in personnel. It is conceivable that 
these plans will be reconsidered. And there is great interest in what General Van 
Fleet will ultimately recommend to the President on completion of the special 
commission’s work, particularly in the matter of the training of Asian troops, a 
project dear to the heart of that veteran. 


THE STRATEGIC AIR COMMAND will open in the Far East this summer a 
rotation training-policy for medium bomb wings, similar to that which has long 
been operating in the United Kingdom and, lately, in Northwest Africa. A pioneer- 
ing flight of three B-47s (from the 22d Bomb Wing, March Air Force Base) will 
leave shortly to check the routes and bases scheduled for such voyages. The initial 
rotation element, however, will be a wing equipped with piston-engine planes, with 
other SAC types going out later in the year. Meantime the 19th Bomb Wing, one 
of three B-29 wings now in the Far East, will return from Okinawa to be re- 
equipped with B-47 Stratojets, at Pinecastle Air Force Base, Orlando, Fla. 


THE ATOMIC ENERGY POOL proposed last December by President Eisen- 
hower and earnestly presented over several months to Russia, among others, as 
a means of advancing human comfort, has been officially frowned on by Moscow. 
The view of Mr. Molotov appears to be that there must be a prior agreement on 
prohibition of atomic weapons. That of course is the identical barrier erected years 
ago; there is nothing to indicate that Moscow has revised at all its stand that there 
must be prohibition but no internatienal inspection to make sure that the prohibi- 
tion is both real and universal. Indeed realism compels one to expect that if Russia 
took that position when her own atomic resources for military uses were weak, 
she is the surer to keep it now that her atomic resources are large. Incidentally 
the official view, if one can so regard a widely published discussion before the 
Supreme Soviet by Deputy Premier Pervuhkin, is one of small concern with em- 
ployment of atomic energy for industrial purposes. His outline of power develop- 
ment prospects discussed the conventional sources only. This suggests an added 
reason for Molotov’s coolness toward the pool proposal. 
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"MEASURED" EMPLOYMENT versatility of U.S. Military 
power—as well as capability for nuclear "massive 
retaliation"—will receive increased emphasis at 
the Pentagon. This is true not alone because of 
the situation in Indo-China. Another major reason 
is the background and personality of the new No. 2 
man, Deputy Defense Sec'y Robert B. Anderson. 





AS NAVY SECRETARY, Mr. Anderson counselled ardently 
against a premature or out-of-balance reliance on 
“massive” weapons, stressed the need for flexibility 
and advocated the ability to handle "brush fire" 
situations as well as major conflagrations. 





MR. ANDERSON’'S PROMOTION apparently has not brought 
about any basic change of approach. Speaking at 
the National Armed Forces Day dinner last night in 
the Capital, and in the capacity of Acting Defense 
Sec'y with Mr. Wilson overseas, Mr. Anderson de- 
clared that "an integral part of our current 
strength is the development of new sources of 

power which may be utilized in a diverse number of 
ways in measured or massive portions.” 





PENTAGON INSIDERS feel certain that in view of this 
attitude, and given Mr. Anderson's "see all sides" 
approach, the Army, Navy and Marine Corps will find 
it relatively easier to gain approval for plans 

and programs, at least in comparison with the 
situation during the tenure of Roger M. Kyes as 
Deputy Sec'y. No major changes are anticipated, 
except in approach. There, more measured moderation 
is anticipated. It will be reflected in future 
speeches by Defense officials. 





A CODE OF CONDUCT for the USAF, now that the New 
Look has "catapulted us to the top of the heap,” 
was voiced by Lt. Gen. Emmett O'Donnell, Deputy 
USAF CofS, in addressing the American Ordnance As- 
sociation last week at Fort Worth, Tex. Said Gen- 
eral "Rosie” O'Donnell, "We in the Air Force 
hesitate to talk very much—if you have your teeth 
in a good thing it's a good idea to keep your 
mouth shut." 





A LITERARY LOGISTICS PROBLEM confronts the Army: 
how to answer the barrage of mail addressed to 
Sec’'y Stevens since start of the Senate hearings. 
He has received thousands of letters and telegrams, 
reflecting heavy support across the Nation. The 
Sec’y is said to have been heartened throughout 
his long testimony by the laudatory mail. 





THE TRIESTE PROBLEM provides a formidable morale 
poser for the U.S. Army, as well as for political 
officials of Yugoslavia and Italy. Last year, 
anticipatory to the projected withdrawal of U.S. 
forces, U.S. military dependents were evacuated. 
Then, plans changed. The troops remained, but with- 
out their families. Morale has suffered as a con- 
sequence. Presumably, no dependents will be trans- 
ported to Trieste unless the Defense Dept. wins 
approval of the State Department. In view of the 
touchiness of the Italy-Yugoslavia attitudes, that 
prospect does not seem likely. 





ADDITIONAL POW TRIALS will be announced shortly, 
unless the Defense Dept. issues a restraining order. 
It’s no secret that the Army has had scores of 
former POW's under investigation for alleged crimes 
while held by the enemy. Many of the investigations 
are now reported to be completed, and in some in- 
stances the recommendation is for a court-martial. 











THE MILITARY PAY RAISE CAMPAIGN has no stronger 
protagonist than AF Sec'y Talbott. An experienced 
industrialist, he is emphasizing that since 1929 
living costs have gone up 200%, while military pay 
for officers has been increased only 60% and that 

of enlisted men by 110%. By comparison, wage scales 
have been boosted 315%. 





"STRAIGHT LEGS” are creating a morale problem in 
the Army. These are the soldiers assigned to air- 
borne units to fill non-jumping billets on a non- 
voluntary basis and who do not elect to take the 
airborne course. Many veteran paratroopers, par- 
ticularly in the top NonCom ranks, think that air- 
borne outfits should be 100 per cent volunteer. 
They say that the "Straight Legs"—called that 
because of the fact that paratroopers blouse their 
trousers—should be assigned elsewhere. 





THE DEDICATION of many old-timers in the paratroop 
units to the concept of voluntary service is so 
intense that there is some dissatisfaction with the 
Army plan (now approved) to require many young 
lieutenants to take either the jump course or ranger 
training. 


ARMY SEC’Y STEVENS will deliver the graduation 
address at West Point on 8 June—his first public 
address since the 19 March ceremonies at the in- 
stallation of General Mark W. Clark as president 
of The Citadel. Speculation is that if the Senate 
hearings are still underway, the Sec'y will avoid 
any detailed remarks on the current controversy. 
However, if the hearings are over by that time, 
the West Point speech undoubtedly will be a strong 
one, possibly emphasizing the two-way street of 
civilian-military loyalty, a topic in which Mr. 
Stevens has had first-hand experience and in which 
he is greatly interested. 











THE COMPTROLLER CONFLICT at the Pentagon appears 
to have been resolved in neat fashion. The Navy 
wants the Comptroller to be a civilian; on the 
other hand, the Army and Air Force prefer that he 
be a military man, a viewpoint that was upheld by 
the Advisory Committee on Army Organization. 
SecDef Wilson holds with the Navy approach. What 
to do? The bill calling for six new Assistant Sec- 
retaries at the Pentagon—two for each Service— 
would leave it up to the Service Secretary to say 
whether or not the Assistant Sec'y for Financial 
Management also would be designated "Comptroller." 
This should avoid any serious controversy during 
forthcoming hearings. 


A RESEARCH DIRECTOR may soon be named for the 
Weapons Systems Evaluation Group, which has been 
without its No. 1 civilian official since last 
September. Appointment of Lt. Gen. Anderson to 
the post of director is expected to be followed 
by action to boost the prestige of the WSEG. 

Its stature among the nation’s scientists has 
suffered because of the failure to appoint a re- 
search director. On the other hand, reports are 
that eminent scientists shunned the job because 
of the feeling that the WSEG has not yet found 
its place in the Pentagon sun. 


COAST GUARD PUBLIC INFORMATION activities will be 
stepped up if the Service responds to a recom- 
mendation of the Board of Visitors to the USCG 
Academy. The board, concerned because large num- 
bers of qualified young men decline appointments 
to the Academy, said a major reason is "a lack of 
national appreciation” of what the Coast Guard is 


and does.

Pentagon Asks Commissary Rider Repeal, 
Urges Boost In Dependent School Funds 


The Defense Department this week 
urged the Senate to remove controls 
placed on the operation of military com- 
missaries by the House-approved Appro- 
priations Bill. 

The action could conceivably result in 
repeal of the proviso which requires a 
surcharge of 344% in ZI and 3% in over- 
seas commissaries. This would, of course, 
reduce the grocery bill of many military 
families. 

Assistant Defense Secretary John A. 
Hannah told a Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee that commissary privileges 
are tied in with military pay scales and 
should be retained. 

The Defense Department manpower 
chief also urged the Senate to (1) provide 
an increased allowance for education of 
school-age dependents of Service person- 
nel, and (2) authorize cost-of-living sub- 
sistence and quarters allowances for 
Servicemen serving in the territory of 
their residence. 

The moves to drop commissary controls 
and up educational allowances previously 
were predicted in THE JOURNAL. 

Dr. Hannah said the commissary rider 
(written into the House-passed 1954 Ap- 
propriations Act and requiring the De- 
fense Secretary to certify each commis- 
sary) is, to his way of thinking, “un- 
necessary.” He said “It will be much 
more palatable to the average Service- 
man if we control the Commissaries ad- 
ministratively. 

“The Department of Defense does not 
wish to retain any commissary that is 
not necessary to the welfare and morale 
of our men in uniform. The Commissary 
Store privilege has long been a recog- 
nized compensatory benefit considered in 
the establishment of military pay scales, 
and they should be kept in operation

under the effective control of the Secre. 
tary of Defense.” 

The Assistant Secretary’s request for 
an upward revision of the educationa] 
allowance was based on the fact that 
funds provided in the Appropriations Bij] 
are less than the actual cost. 

As approved by the House, the 195 
military budget provides $255 per student 
for education of Service dependents. Dr. 
Hannah said “the actual average cost 
per student” during the Fiscal ’54 “was 
about $245.” 

This amount, he said, “exceeded the 
appropriation of $255 and the additional 
$20 had to be made up by the use of non- 
appropriated funds. It seems to me that 
it would be well worth the relatively 
small increase in Defense funds to allow 
the Department’s request of $250 per stu- 
dent and thereby eliminate a source of 
complaints by military personnel whe 
feel that they should not be required to 
make up these deficiencies.” 

Another House provision which he 
said he hopes the Senate “will look with 
favor on changing” is the prohibition of 
cost-of-living allowances (station allow- 
ances) to residents of the territories and 
possessions of the United States who are 


serving in the Armed Forces in such 
territories and possessions. 
“Denial of such allowances to an in- 


dividual merely because he is a resident 
of the territory or possession results in 
unwarranted discrimination against men 
who must purchase subsistence and/or 
quarters in the same market as those 
ordered to the territory or possession 
from the Zone of Interior,” Dr. Hannah 
said. 

The section prohibiting such payments 
“has caused an unwarranted hardship 
upon certain individuals, particularly 
Alaskan territorials,” he added.

Capt. Charles E. Weinberger, USA-Ret. 

The death of Capt. Charles E. Wein- 
berger, USA-Ret., at Brooke Army Hos- 
pital, San Antonio, 9 March last follow- 
ing a lony illness, grieved a wide circle 
of his friends and associates. It marked, 
too, another gap in the vanishing roster 
of veterans of the old cavalry era, of 
which the deceased’s recollections, par- 
ticularly of his participation in the last 
Indian uprising, as well as the critical 
days of Mexican border patrol, were rich 
and enlightening. He was in his 76th 
year. 

It was Capt. Weinberger’s unremitting 
benevolence and his sense of civic service, 
however, for both of which he never failed 
to find time amid incessant military duties 
and demands, that were his distinctive quali- 
ties and for which his friends will especially 
miss him. 

Born 29 Sept. 1878 in Chippewa Falls, Wis., 
he enlisted in the mounted service in 1900 
and served through all grades from private 
to 1st sergeant with the 8th and the 12th 
Cavalries. As a member of the 1st squadron 
of the latter regiment at Ft. Robinson, Neb.., 
he participated with that command, when, in 
November, 1913, it promptly suppressed the 
Navajo Indian outbreak occurring there. He 
then helpe’ io organize the dinner his squad- 
ron gave in honor of Maj. Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott, USA, whose decisive measures brought 
that threat to a swift and hapvy conclusion. 
Two years later, and still with the 12th, he 
formed a Boy Scout troop at Donna, Tex. 
and led it as scoutmaster. That public serv- 
ice, undertaken in his spare time, won him 
not only the enthusiastic loyalty of the local 
youth, but the gratitude of their parents as 
well. 

Meanwhile, he was active in Masonic ac- 
tivities. a cause which engaged his best ef- 
forts throughout all his adult years, and in 
this he attained to the 32d Degree. 

He was serving in the Canal Zone with the 


12th during most of WW I and was com- 
missioned 2d Lieutenant, N.A., 2 March 
1918. Promotion to 1st Lieutenant followed 


21 June of that year and to Captain on 22 
August. Discharged 2 Sept. 1919, he elected 
to transfer to Ordnance and became Master 
Sergeant, Ord, 1 Oct. It was in this grade 
ond at the San Antonio Arsenal that he 
spent his last active duty. Final retirement, 
restoring him to the rank of Captain and 
completing 30 years’ service, occurred on 14 
Jan. 1930. 

Fraternal activities, meanwhile, had been 
exacting time and effort. particularly as stage 
director of a series of Biblical presentations 
given at San Antonio’s Scottish Rite Cathe- 
dral. Later, in the role of Gen. Sam Houston, 
he plaved the lead in a number of dramatic 
episodes of Texas history which were offered 
in 1931 at the city’s Little Theater and Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium. 

His authorship of several textbooks which 
the Army adopted for use in training 
courses brought him the War Department's 
Commendation for Civilian Service and in 
August, 1913. he was awarded the San An- 
torio Arsenal's Certificate of Merit.

Insight into the work of UNC MAC may 
be gained by tracing the events leading 
up to the Armistice Agreement, the plan 
which charted UNC MAC’s organization 
and mission, its achievements, and future 
undertakings. 

When the commanders of United Na- 
tions and Communist forces in Korea af- 
fixed their signatures to the Armistice 
Agreement on 27 July 1953, at a meeting 
in the Peace Pagoda at Panmunjom, they 
signalled an end to more than 37 months 
of indecisive combat. With the ceremony 
completed the free world waited tensely 
for the rapid fulfillment of the Armistice 
Agreement’s two most critical aims: (1) 
To stop the fighting and (2) To keep the 
fighting stopped. Fortunately, both com- 
batant forces moved swiftly to meet the 
conditions for achieving these two steps. 

Within 72 hours after the signing of the 
Armistice the ceasefire order and the or- 
ders for withdrawal of troops from the 
area two kilometers north and south of 
the military demarcation line had been 
placed in effect by both sides. 

These actions, in their immediate re- 
sult of bringing a halt to battle casualties, 
were of momentous importance to the 
world. Stili more significant, however, 
was the fact that the cease fire and the 
withdrawal of troops established an es- 
sential condition for achieving the third 
and final aim of the Armistice contract 
that of settling the issue by peaceful 
means. 

The job of insuring the fulfillment of 
the other conditions of the Armistice 
Agreement could be realized only 
through further skillful and patient ne- 
gotiation. Therefore, the Military Armis- 
tice Commission, consisting of UN and 
Communist components, was set up as 
the organization to conduct these nego- 
tiations as provided in the Armistice 
Agreement itself. 

Prior to a discussion of the various 
agencies of UNC MAC it is important 
that the relationship of UNC MAC itself 
to the Commander in Chief United Na- 
tions Command be understood. In this re- 
gard it is interesting to note that the 
UN commander is required to fill two 
distinct and separate roles in carrying 
out the terms of the Armistice Agree- 
ment. In directing those operations which 
take place south of the DZ he performs 
as commander of troops, and therefore 
in this instance directs the execution of 
functions in his own name. Conversely, 
In accomplishing actions required within 
the Demilitarized Zone, he assumes the 
role of a “leader of a side” and acts 
through his UNC MAC agencies of nego- 
iation. 

Considering the extent to which the UN 
commander’s DZ functions are subjected 
to dehate in the course of negotiating 
with the other side, it can be readily un- 
derstood that an operation which might 
be covered by a field order in the area 
under his absolute jurisdiction frequently 
becomes an extremely complex problem 
when some phase of it takes place within 
the DZ. A striking example of these con- 
trasting procedures is offered by Opera- 
ton Big Switch involving the exchange 
of 75,000 Communist prisoners on 5 Aug. 
1953, for 12,762 captured UN personnel. 
In that project, movement of the Commu- 
nist PW’s from UN stockades to the south 
crossing point of the DZ was a simple op- 


der CINCUNC. 

In anticipation of the problems that 
have heen outlined, the UN Planning 
Groun for the MAC made provisions for 
the UN components of the followins joint 
avencies to go into action immediately 
after the Armistice was signed: a panel 
of five senior officers to negotiate with 
their Communist counternarts at meet- 
ings of the MAC; a Secretariat to assist 
the Commission in record keeping, inter- 
preting and other related functions; a 
contingent of civil nolice to maintain or- 
der in the area lvine south of the De- 
marcation Line within the DZ; a com- 
mittee for assisting the return of Dis- 
placed Civilians: a POW Renatriation 
Committee and Joint Observer Teams to 
assist the MAC in sunervising the execu- 
tion of Armistice Agreement terms with- 
in the Demilitarized Zone and the Han 
River Estuary. 

Although it would seem that all the 
prohlems confronting the MAC could be 
resolved bv the nrincinal agencies which 
were set un within it, the negotiators of 
the Armistice Agreement agreed to estab- 
lish special Neutral Nations oreans to 
handle several difficult asnects of the Ar- 
mistice. These issues included the re- 
auirement for insnectinge the nersonnel 
streneth and munitions levels maintained 
within the militarized zones of both sides, 
and the need for effectine the return of 
POW’s in accordance with the princinle 
of voluntarv renatriation. Accordingly, 
the Neutral Nations Surervisorv Com- 
mission and the Neutral Nations Renat- 
riation Commission were brought into he- 
ing hv the Armistice Terms as related 
organizations to the Militarv Armistice 
Commission. Fach was to he made un of 
senior officers representing two neutral 
nations nominated bv the United Na- 
tions and two by the Communists, with 
the additional provision that India would 
serve as Chairman and Executive Agent 
to the Neutral Nations Renatriation Com- 
mission and provide troons to guard the 


POWs. When finallv constituted, these 
commissions included delevates from 
Switzerland and Sweden, Poland and 


Czechoslovakia—nominated hv the United 
Nations and Communists respectively. 
Obviouslv the term “neutral,” as annlied 
to the Czechs and Poles, signified that 
they were non-combatant, rather than 
impartial. 

Although the Neutral Nations Com- 
missions were emnowered to communi- 
cate directly with the militarv command- 
ers of hoth sides, the greater nortion of 
their findings were submitted to and 
through the MAC. 

It ean thus he seen that the UNC MAC, 
in acting for the UN commander through 
acencies and in dealing with 
the Novtral Nations in matters acsiene4 
to their inrisdiction, has had to play dual 
roles in the area of negotiation and nlav 
them simul*>neouslv. On the one hand it 
has dealt with the Cammunists 
in imnlementin~ Armistice Asreement 
terms within tho DZ, and in instances in- 
volvine insrections of militarized zones 
and POW disrosition it has worked with 
the Neutral Nations. 

The factors outlined thus far with re- 
snect to the hackeround, mission and 
makeun of UNC MAC are significant 
chiefiv as a means of nlacine in a clearer 
these mes- 
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nersnective the answers to 
tions: What has it aecomnlished? What 
are the problems hefore it? What are 
the prospects for its success in dealing 
with these problems? 

With regard to the first question UNC 
MAC eran noint to the following snecific 
acromrlishments: It has conducted ne- 
sotiations with sufficient skill and effec- 
tiveness to make possible thus far a sat- 
isfactery implementation of the Terms

In an apparent reference to the Mc- 
Carthy hearings, General O’Donnell 
added that “Recriminations and _ the

“We must, at all cost,’”’ General O’Don- 
nell declared, “preclude losing sight of 
our national objectives by the infringe- 
ment of one field of interest on another. 
A technological war is a war of speciali- 
zation not only of men and machines but 
of thought as well. 

“National unity is the confederation of 
ideals, each an entity of itself and a com- 
posite of the whole. The political, physi- 
cal, social and military scientists must 


of the Armistice Agreement. Also, and 
with particular reference to the princi- 
ple of “voluntary repatriation” and the 
unalterable position taken by the UN 
command in support of that princinle, 
UNC MAC completed administrative 
agreements which enabled the exchange 
of POW’s in Operation Big Switch to be- 
gin five davs after the Armistice Agree- 
ment was signed. Operation Comeback, 
involving the UN accentance of 21,800 
anti-communist, North Korean and Chi- 
nese POW’s, presented a new problem in 
that the Communists refused to consent 
through negotiation to the release of the 
prisoners by the 23 Jan. deadline. How- 
ever UNC MAC effectively countered 
Communist protests of the prisoner re- 
lease at a meeting of the MAC on 23 
Jan., 1954. At that meeting UNC MAC 
clearly outlined the basis for UN action 
in accepting and releasing the prisoners 
as a means of insuring final and complete 
adherence to the principle of voluntary 
repatriation which was set forth in the 
Armistice Agreement—a principle which 


has been extremely damaging to the 
Communist cause. 
With its greatest hurdle, POW disno- 


sition, already behind it, UNC MAC is in 
an excellent position to succeed in its re- 
maining job of assisting in the enforce- 
ment of the terms of the Armistice 


Agreement. However, until a political 
settlement of the Korean problem is 


achieved, the personnel of UNC MAC 
will continue to be involved in a delicate, 
nainstaking and highly complex opera- 
tion—an oneration which, in addition to 
its heavv demands for accurate and rapid 
staff work, calls for constant mental and 
psychological reorientation to the shift- 
ing nace and techniques of Communist 
negotiators. 

In looking to the task ahead, the people 
of this organization may be justifiably 
proud of the fact that they are well on 
their way toward completing a precedent 
that will be recorded as the first instance 
in which 17 nations moved in concert to 
halt an act of aggression and bring about 











security and all its constitutional ele- 
ments are maintained intact for the ben- 
efit and security of the people. 

“Only when we achieve national unity 
can we attain national security. Only 
when we gain that can we expect the 
nations of the free world to concert their 
effort against the common threat to our 
mutual security.” 

Concerning the acceptance of Armed 
Forces, General O'Donnell said: “History 
reveals to us that war has been at least 
as common as peace, both for individuals 
and countries. As old orders change, as 
alliances and concerts are made, so too 
the policies of nations change. 

“We the people of the United States 
must come to regard our military estab- 
lishment as an integral part of our gov- 
ernmental structure. While the magni- 
tude of our Forces will necessarily be 
measured by the state of world affairs, 
peace time strength should be adequate 
to restrain any conquest-minded nation 
from pursuing its tyrannical objectives.”

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Air Force, Not Industry, 
Seen As First Bie Target 

Rapid destruction of the enemy’s air 
power—his combat aircraft, air bases and 
missile launching sites—and the protec- 
tion of our air power against destruction 
is the key to survival, Brig. Gen. L. I. 
Davis, USAF, declared 6 May. 

General Davis, who is Director of De- 
velopment, Technical Operations, Air 
Research and Development Command, 
spoke at Aircraft Armament Session of 
the 36th annual meeting of the American 
Ordnance Association, at Ft. Worth, Tex. 
General Davis was moderator for the ses- 
sion. 

The General presented a model and 
mathematical equations working out vari- 
ous results flowing from different propor- 
tions of employment of air power against 
the enemy’s air power and against his in- 
dustries. The results showed that the em- 
ployment of the preponderance of power 
against the enemy’s air power was the 
most effective. Thus, he said, it is more 
important to “take care of each other 
first.” 

“The first and most obvious lesson,” 
General Davis said, “is that good strategy 
requires that the enemy potential in be- 
ing must receive the major portion of 
the attack. If the attack is distributed in 
a manner to reduce the two types of tar- 
gets at the same rate—or proportional 
to the effort required for their total de-

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Atomic Age Has Not Lessened Importance 
Of Conventional Air Armament, Says ARDC 


Despite the 
weapons, the Air Force is continuing to 
give strong support to the development 
and improvement of conventional air 
armament, members of the American 
Ordnance Association were told 6 May 
at their Aircraft Armament session at 
Fort Worth, Tex. 

Col. Robert T. Fincke, USAF, Chief, Air 
Munitions Division, Directorate of De- 
velopment, Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command, declared that “the ex- 
tensive publicity recently given the 
atomic and thermonuclear weapons, has 
apparently left the impression with many 
that the Air Force has practically elim- 
inated its program in conventional wea- 
pons.” 

“This is definitely not the case,” he said, 
“Since World War II, the Air Force has 
conducted a vigorous research and de- 
velopment program to obtain improved 
guns, rockets, and bombs; and, although 
we are placing a high priority on at- 
taining a capability in atomic weapons, 
we are continuing to support the develop- 
ment and improvement of conventional 
weapons which complement the ‘new 
look.’ ” 

Specialized Bombs 

In fact, Colonel Fincke pointed out that 
the Air Force is developing an entirely 
new family of conventional bombs, each 
designed for specific purposes—“special- 
ized bombs for specialized targets.” 

“So far,” he said, “it is in the role of 
high-explosive bombs that atomic wea- 
pons have had their greatest influences 
on air ordnance. But, there is still a 
need for conventional bombs and we have 
a continuing program in this area. It is 
aimed primarily to develop bomb shapes 
compatible with new aircraft designs and 
capabilities, and to optimize the effec- 
tiveness of the bomb against specialized 
targets such as vehicular traffic or troop 
concentrations. 

“Increased speeds may produce seri- 
ous turbulence within open bomb bays, 
and bombs released at these speeds have 
been observed to float in the bomb bay 
before falling away. This not only de- 
stroys bombing accuracy but is extreme- 
ly hazardous. Jettisoning of external 
stores at high speeds likewise presents 
new and greater problems in aero-dy- 
namics. 

“During the past several years the Air 
Force has developed a new series of 
bombs designed for release at high 
speeds They are longer and sleeker than 
the old bombs and have stronger and 
longer tails to withstand the greater dy- 
namic forces. More improvement is re- 
quired, however, and we are looking at 
shapes entirely different from the con- 
ventional ones in erder to stabilize bombs 
as they enter the turbulence of the slip 
streams. Shapes are being investigated 
which will reduce space requirements in 
bomb bays and thus increase the payloads 
per aircraft, as well as shapes which 
minimize drag when carried externally.” 

Rocket An Ideal Weapon 

One of the ideal air weapons, Colonel 
Fincke pointed out, is the rocket. 

“The fundamental problem of reduced 
time on the target,” he said, “has called 
for a duck-hunter’s approach to increase 
kill probability. And so, we have adopted 
the shot-gun principle of a simultaneous 
burst of many pellets on the target. The 
modern version is a burst of small un- 
guided rockets. These are self-propelled 
warheads and can be made in almost any 
size from one to several inches in diame- 
ter and with an explosive head weigh- 
ing from several ounces to. several 
pounds. 

“Kockets have a built-in reliability. The 
failure of one round to fire does not cause 
a stoppage of the weapon. Since each 
round is carried in a separate tube, only 
the one faulty round is lost from the total 
available. Because the propelling forces 
act only on the motor walls, there is little 
recoil and accompanying stress on the 
firing aircraft. Thus, both the rockets 
and the launcher installation can be light 
in weight and relatively simple in design.

“This appears to be an ideal weapon 
with many of our criticisms of the gun 
mechanism eliminated. But, it too is not 
without its problems and shortcomings. 
The burning time of the propellants is 
directly related to the ambient tempera- 
ture and this variation changes the bal- 
listic path with a resulting reduction in 
accuracy. All three of the services are 
devoting considerable effort to develop- 
ing rocket fuels which are less affected 
by temperature. We have not yet found 
the answer. A rocket which is fast at low 
altitudes will be faster at higher alti- 
tudes, but in the thinner atmosphere the 
fin stabilized rocket loses stability. Un- 
der these conditions a spin stabilized 
rocket may offer a solution.” 

Advantage Over Guns 

The importance of rockets was also 
discussed by Col. Leroy L. Stefen, USAF, 
Chief, Guidance and Control Division, Di- 
rectorate of Development, ARDC, who 
spoke on “Trends in Fire Control Sys- 
tems.” 

“In comparing guns and rockets for 
use in interceptors,” Colonel Stefen said, 
“the rocket appears to have certain ad- 
vantages over guns: 

“a. Rockets can carry larger warheads. 

“b. They can be discharged all at once 
—at that point in time and space where 
it is best to fire, thus increasing the kill 
probability. 

“The installation of guidance, such as 
radar or infrared seeker, in a rocket 
would increase the probability of a hit. It 
would then become a guided aircraft 
rocket or guided missile. This would be 
more costly, more complicated, and prob- 
ably less reliable. It would also further 
complicate the fire control system, but 
would decrease the accuracy required 
in the aiming devices.” 

Col. James N. Sammons, USAF, Chief, 
Materials Packaging and Handling, Of- 
fice Deputy Chief of Staff for Materials, 
USAF headquarters, discussed “Logistics, 
Packaging, and Overseas Handling.” 
Pointing out the magnitude of the pack- 
aging program, Colonel Sammons said 
that the Air Force spends about one bil- 
lion dollars a year in packaging opera- 
tions. 

Col. Robins Explains ARDC 


First address of the session was by 
Col. Philip S. Robins, USAF, Executive, 
Technical Operations, ARDC, who ex- 
plained the development, organization 
and operation of ARDC and how it could 
help and work with industry. 

Mr. Warren W. Wells, president of the 
Lone Star Post, American Ordnance Asso- 
ciation, opened the session with a wel- 
coming address. Chairman was Mr. Rob- 
ert L. Telford of Shreveport, La., a mem- 
ber of the AOA Committee. Moderator for 
the session was Brig. Gen. L. I. Davis, US- 
AF, Director of Development, Technical 
Operations, ARDC.

struction—the enemy can win by devoting 
a larger share of his force to the destruc- 
tion of our votential in being. * * * As the 
two contestants devote more and more of 
their efforts against each others’ force 
in being, the winner’s industry absorbs 

less punishment.” 

“Nuclear weapons,” General Davis con- 
tinued, “have changed the nature of war 
in many ways. The total destructive pow- 
er available is almost beyond comprehen- 
sion—certainly enough to destroy all the 
world’s industries many times. However, 
the next war may not necessarily be won 
by the nation that has the greatest stock- 
pile of atomic weapons. The rapid deliv- 
ery of these weapons against enemy air 
power and the protection of our air power 
against destruction is the key to survival. 

“Our stockpile of bombs must be com- 
plemented by an Air Force in being, ready 
to go at a maximum delivery rate. It must 
be dispersed and protected so that if we 
must suffer another Pearl Harbor we can 
get up off the floor and retaliate with 
the speed and accuracy that will win.” 





To the Future Development of Air Power 


The next generation of aircraft and, 
consequentially, our position as a superior 
air power, will demand an increasingly 
larger use of titanium, according to Maj. 
Gen. Kern B. Metzger, USAF, of the 
Air Materiel Command, Production Re- 
sources Division. 

Speaking at the Titanium Seminar of 
the American Ordnance Association at 
Fort Worth, Tex., 6 May, General Metzger 
pointed out that the light weight of ti- 
tanium plus its ability to retain its 
strength at higher temperatures than alu- 
minum makes it a “must” that the prob- 
lems involved in its production and proc- 
essing be subject to a great deal of re- 
search. 

It is a “must,” he said, “in the sense 
that the degree to which we can capi- 
talize on the potential of this material 
will in large measure determine our ca- 
pability to deliver on target, weapons of 
any description. This holds true whether 
we consider an infantry man, a tank, a 
ship or an aircraft. 

“In every case speed, range maneuvera- 
bility, and, in the case of aircraft, altitude 
in addition, are controlling in assessing 
that capability. And these factors in turn 
are most sensitive to the matter of 
weight. It is axiomatic that weight re- 
duction can be translated into improve- 
ment in any or all of these factors.” 

Used in J-57, F-100 and B-47 

General Metzger said that already the 








use of some titanium in the design of the 
J-57 jet engine has resulted in a 250-Ip, 
weight reduction with an ultimate goa] 
of 500-Ibs. In airframe design 300-lbs. has 
been saved in the North American F-199 
fighter and 500-lbs. in the B-47 bomber, 

“Thus,” he said, “if it is possible at 
present to save several hundred pounds 
of weight in the case of fighter aircraft, 
eventual reductions of several thousands 
of pounds may be expected by complete 
redesign of its airframe. These severa] 
hundred pounds of weight savings are 
even now edding 100 miles to the range 
of a fighter aircraft, and those severa] 
thousand pounds of potential weight say. 
ings could add 1,000 miles. 

“The many thousands of pounds of 
weight savings possible in a heavy jet 
bomber incorporating maximum titanium 
design advantage could provide us with 
an intercontinental jet bomber. The op. 
portunity this affords to supplement the 
B-36 in this role will pay tremendous divi- 
dends in terms of the percentage of wea- 
pons that we can get through enemy de- 
fenses and on target. The increase in mil- 
itary capability here is of the same order 
of magnitude as the increase achieved 
in recent advancements in nuclear wea- 
pons.” 

High Cost 

The General pointed out, however, 

that while titanium is the fourth most

To Build B-36; Price Lowered, AOA Told 


Over the past five years a reduction of 
nearly 60 per cent has been made in the 
number of manhours needed to build a 
B-36 at the Convair Ft. Worth plant, 
August C. Esenwein, vice president of the 
Censoli- 
dated Vultee 
Airerartt 
Corp., told the 
Industrial Pre- 
pardness Lunch- 
eon of the Amer- 
ican Ordnance 
Associa- 
tion 6 May at Ft. 
Worth. 

Mr. Esenwein, 
a former Air 
Force Officer, 
pointed out that 
in 1949 they had 
15,000 employees 
at Convair Ft. 
Worth. This fig- 
ure rose to nearly 32,000 in 1951 and has 
now dropped to just below 18,000. 

“During this period of expansion and 
contraction,” he said, “we delivered more 
than 200 B-36’s. (Security regulations 
prohibit my saying exactly how many.) 
Yet we were able to reduce our man- 
hours from 350,000 per copy to 142,000, 
to continually improve their quality, and 
to reduce their anticipated unit cost to 
the government some 15 per cent—this 
despite increasing wage and material 
costs. Add to this the fact that during 
this period we processed so many changes 
that the first and last B-36’s have only 
20 per cent common parts. And, with all 
this, we delivered every B-36 on schedule 
during the past 2% years. 

Industry Can Do Job 


“I am not bragging on Convair Ft. 
Worth. I recite these facts to prove that 
the industry can do a job within adverse 
parameters and within the scope of cir- 
cumstances that exist. 

“I know also that comparable per- 
formances are being recorded in most 
aircraft plants today.” 

Robert L. Biggers, vice president AOA, 
and president of the Fargo Division, 
Chrysler Corp., presided at the lunch- 
eon. Maj. Gen. Charles T. Harris, jr., 
USA-Ret., former commanding general of 
Aberdeen Proving Ground, also spoke, re- 
calling some of the early problems and 
progress of aircraft ordnance. 

Mr. Esenwein gave considerable discus- 
sion to the interdependence of military 
airpower and the aircraft industry and 
the responsibilities of each to the other. 
He said:

“Air Power is an alliance of the military 
and the industry. The strength of the whole 
is no better than the stren of its com- 
ponent parts. Sometimes it is even less, if 
one of the partners withholds his utmost sup 
port from the other, whether inadvertently 
or not. 

“If you accept the importance of Air Pow- 
er, 
portance of a strong and healthy aircraft 
industry. And this importance directly in- 
fluences our national well-being. 

‘*Speaking as one in the aircraft industry, 
what are our responsibilities in being a good 
and staunch partner of the Air Power team? 
May I enumerate what I consider to be a 
few of the more important ones? 

“First, we must accept responsibility for 
translating military requirements into the 
best weapons systems that the state of the 





you cannot then fail to accept the im- | 
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art, human ingenuity, and a strong measure | 


of common sense can devise. This is techni- 
cal integrity. 

“Second, we have a responsibility in time. 
Our weapons systems must be fashionable to 
the era of use. Firecrackers aren’t much 
good on the fifth of July. 

“Third, we must have a conscience in 
money matters and costs. Bankruptcy is 
only another name for defeat—speaking na- 
tionally. 

‘Fourth, we have an obligation to be dili- 
gent and honorable with our partners in Air 
Power. We must strive to display the bad 
as well as the good and not deal in over- 
optimisms. 





Healthy Skepticism 
“Fifth, we have an obligation to view our 
partner's doings with a healthy skepticism 
for this, working either way, can serve to 


prevent serious and costly errors. 
“Sixth, we, in industry, must remain 
seriously competitive among ourselves. I 


think this is one of the major premiums 
that must be paid to insure progress. 

“Seventh, our products must be of super) 
quality, both in execution and design. Not at 
the disregard of cost, mind you, but modu- 
lated to include this factor. 

“Eighth, but by no means last, the all 
craft industry must realize that it is a feast 
or-famine type of business. We have seen 
the aircraft industry go completely to pot 
following two World Wars. And however 
fatal the results may be, there is every indi 
cation that the industry will once more be 
placed on short retions if an uneasy peace 
should again sett.e over the world. Trué, 
better planning ir the highest councils of our 
government can ameliorate this feast-or-fa- 
mine condition but probably cannot eliminate 
it entirely. 

“Our destinies and those of the Depart 
ment of Defense are identical.’’
